In the U.A.R., twenty members of the Na- 
tional Council raised the question of the 
problems invclved in publishing and book- 
selling trade, particularly the exploitation 
of the publisher to the author and the 
smuggling of currency through importa- 
tions of foreign publications. The govern- 
ment reviewed its policy in this concern. 
The discussions which took place in that 
session prove that both sides are keen 
enough to find out the’ suitable solu 
tion to the different problems. In this num- 
ber of L.W., a factual and statistical study 
of the publishing trade in Egypt is inserted 
On the other side of the picture there were 
various meetings held in the National Union 
and in the Higher Council of Arts and Li- 
terature for considering the final steps to- 
wards the establishment of the Publishers 
Association. The booksellers and importers 
of foreign books, on the other side also met 
to form their new association. A detailed 
article about those meetings is also placed 
in this issue. 


In the field of librarianship, the Egyptian 
Library Association is preparing for a local 
conference on the conceptions of library 
services, to be held next April. 


Ir Lebanon, two Arabic book exhibitions 
took place; sponsorted only by Lebanese 
publishers. A Library Association was also 
formed. The Lebanese Assoc., it is said, will 
try to form a federation of Arab Library 
Associations. 


In Saudi Arabia, more school libraries 
were opened, besides three public libraries 
in important locations. 


In the Sudan, a new library school will 
be established, and affiliated to Khartoum 
University. 


announced shortly. 


The activities in the field of library ser- 
vices and publishing trade in the Arab 
world are so numerous that they cannot be 
explained in one issue. For giving a clear 
picture of the situation, L.W. will publish 
regularly detailed accounts of the achieve- 
ments done in every Arab country sepa- 
rately. 


On the International level, the excellent 
efforts of the UNESCO, should come on 
the top. The first Semirar which took place 
in Dec. 1959, for Arab libraries should be 
mentioned here. Next comes the Interna- 
tional catszloguing conference which will ve 
held next Oct. with the help of a grant 2f- 
fered by the American Council on Library 
Resources. The lib. research work which 
is done throvgh the gererous grants of this 
council will be of such international impor- 
tance, that it should be mentioned here in 
our present account.

FIRST STATISTICAL STUDY ON THE 
PUBLISHING TRADE IN EGYPT, U.A.R. 
THE ARABIC BOOK PRODUCTION IN 
1960 (5) 


The object of this study was to define, as 
accurately as possible, the Arabic book pro- 
duction in the southern Region of the Unit- 
ed Azab Republic in one year. The study 
being primarily concerned with production 
of the national publishing firms, has exclud- 
ed the govt. publications, the prescribed 
text books, end the childrens books. The 
study revealed the following facts :— 


(1) There are 91 publishers in Egypt: 48 
of them produced less than 5 books; 
20 produced 10 books; 25 produced bet- 
ween 20-40 books, and only 5 fizms pro- 
ducd more than 50 books annually.

(2) The classified lists published regularly 
by this Journal represented only 75% 
of the total production. By checking 
the titles with every individual pub- 
lisher and adding the missing ones, a 
total number of about 1200 titles was 
the final result of the whole production, 
i.e. 100 titles on the average monthly. 


The Subject nature of this production 
eccording to Dewey numbers : 000: 
165%; 100: 950%; 200: 10.70%; 300 : 
1670%; 400: 069%; 500:6.10%; 600 
4.75; 700 : 2.20; 800 : 29.10%; 900 : 1710. 
A diegramatic curve is given in the 
Arabic text of the article. 


As to the relationship between the pub- 
lisher and the author: The study re 
vealed that the average rate paid to 
the author is about 20% out of the sale 
price; 33% for cost expenses; 39% dis- 
count for gross sales, 17% for the pub- 
lisher. 
These last figures were counted from the 
records of five different publishers who 
usually keep well managed files.

PROBLEMS OF IMPORTING AND MAR- 
KETING FOREIGN BOOKS IN THE U.A. 
R. MARKETS (19) 


The UA.R Booksellers have felt the need 
for establishing an association for organiz- 
ing their business and for defending their 
trede interests. 


An invitation wes directed by Miss M. 
Wassef, Proprietor and Manzger of MRYT 
Publications Agency to about 15 of her col- 
leagues to meet for considering the possibi- 
lity of forming that association. They all 
met, and decided upon celling all their col- 
leegues from Cairo and Alexendria to meet 
in the form of a General Assembly. 


About 40 eminent booksellers met again. 
Visualizing the potential privileges of form- 
ing such an association, all booksellers 
unenimously responded to the idea in prin- 
ciple. A committee was nominated to pre- 
pare a draft-constitution which will be pre- 
sented to the general assembly in a future

meeting before being submitted to the con- 
cerned autorities for final approval. 


The second urgent problem which was 
considered by the meeting was the new 
regulations issued by the Exchange Control, 
which necessitate the opening of a docu- 
mentary credit in favour of foreign pub!i- 
shers in settlement of the imported items. 


Being aware of the previous individual 
efforts made in this concern the booksellers 
decided to prepare one new appeal to be 
submitted to the Exchange Control, by the 
nonimated committee. explaining in detail 
the difficulties that bave been confronted 
by the trade and consequently hindered the 
the flow of sales. (The text of this appeal 
is inserted in the Arabic text of the article). 


LW. supports the cleims of the book- 
sellers due to the fact that the booktrade, 
absolutely different from any other trade 
in the country, is worth of all discrimina- 
tion end appreciation from the government 
authorities. 


The third problem discussed by the group 
was thet of selling books at fixed prices 
based upon the offical rate of exchange, 
thus putting an end to the bitter and des- 
tructive competition existing among books- 
ellers. 


Discussing the different circumstances of 
each individual case, the booksellers have 
come to the conclusion that a fixed rate is 
a substantial impossibility, due to the fact 
that the government frequently secures its 
purchases, including books, through the 
system of tenders choosing the cheapest 
offer. The booksellers find themselves in 
a position with no alternative, ie. to com- 
pete in offering the lowest possible prices. 


As to the public market, they are of the 
opinion to adopt an averege rate, between 
the actual extremes of currency exchange; 
allowing @ special reduction of about 10% 
on the prices of books sold to university 
students. 


UA.R. Booksellers have the hope that 
they will arrive, with the cooperation of the 
authorities at a suitable solution concern 
ing the question of the regulations of the 
Exchange Control; and they hope, too, that 
their Association will be soon formed to 
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serve their interests, and enable them to 
reflect their services on the intellectual life 
of the country.

PLANNING LIBRARY EXTENSION IN 
EGYPT, UA.R. by Dr. Anwar Omar, Lec- 
turer, Library school, Cairo University. (18) 


The writer builds his plans upon the 
iong-established experiences of the medical, 
educational and banking authorities ; i.e. 
establishing a centsal headquarter with a 
network of many branches ranging in size 
and responsibilities according to the impor 
tance of the location and the actual needs 
of its population to such a certain kind of 
service. He suggests, therefore, establishing 
competent central public libraries in the 
big cities with smaller branch libraries in 
the districts, where in the villages there 
will only be book stations. The difference 
between a branch library and a _ hook-sta- 
tion is that the fo:mer should have a per- 
manent housing place, with fixed hours of 
work, whole-time librarian, and a suitable 
growing collection, while the latter is me- 
rely a small room in a suitable place where 
people can come and borrow books from 
rotating collection of books. The writer is 
against the idea of using bookmobiles, at 
present in this country where most people 
are not yet familiar with library services.
